The next thing he knew he 
was staggering down the 
mountain toward the Boy Scout 
camp. Temple City Sheriff’s 
Detective Don Jones estimated 
that Mr. Carreon traveled a 
quarter of a mile from the ap¬ 
proximate spot of the shooting. 

The detective found a trail 
of blood, but a search of the 
area failed to disclose a gun or 
any clues to the presence of a 
would-be killer.

An Editorial 

Last week a 9-year-old boy- 
died in Sierra aMdre Canyon. 

A week earlier a 16-year-old 
youth narrowly missed the 
same fate, esaping with a 
broken arm 

The parade of canyon acci¬ 
dents is quickening. 

Police and mountain rescue 
groups lay the blame to the re¬ 
cent influx of new residets, 
who are insufficiently aware of 
the dangers which attend their 
children’s casual strolls in the 
mountains. 

For the mountains are 
treacherous, and death can be 
the price of an unwary step. 
Briefly, these are the reasons 
why: 

1— Our foothills are made of 
decomposed granite. A knob or 
knoll which appears safe can 
crumble away under the pres¬ 
sure of a human body. 

2— Trails have fallen into 
disrepair since the hiking craze 
of some years ago drew thou¬ 
sands into the mountains. Still, 
they’re the safest place to be, 
and the great majority of acci¬ 
dents occur to those who leave 
the trails. Short-cuts can be 
fatal. 

3— Firebreaks are tempting. 
But they were meant only to 
halt fires, not as pathways for 
hikers. Often they end in sheer 
drops which have claimed 
many victims in past years. 

Parents offer the only real 
hope for solution of the moun¬ 
ting problem. Our schools try, 
through posters, lectures etc. 
But it’s not enough, as the 
snowballing accident rate dem¬ 
onstrates. 

No, it’s up to the parents. 
How? Well, obviously it’s next 
to impossible to keep young¬ 
sters out of the mountains al¬ 
together when they are so easy 
to get at. 

But parents can see that 
their children learn their way 
around the canyons with 
groups who know the trails 
and pitfalls of mountain hik¬ 
ing. 

Scouting groups offer the 
best hope along this line. They 
hike in the hills under expert 
supervision, and accidents 
among children with this back¬ 
ground are extremely rare. 

But how to educate the par¬ 
ents to acknowledgment of the 
problem? 

Well, since the almost-daily 
headlines don’t seem to be 
enough, how about the PTA 
and the many civic groups in 
our locality? Why not stress 
this problem at the many 
luncheons and other affairs 
these groups offer so frequent-

The purpose of this column is to arouse discussion — and it 
seems to succeed in that. Two weeks ago Mr. H. L. Gould took 
me to task and last week Mr. Fred Edmonds wrote a forceful 
and emphatic letter which would have been fine if only it had 
not been based on an incorrect assumption.

To 
my dull mind that seems con¬ 
fession that those particular 
cars are priced $800 more than 
they need be priced to assure 
good profit.

Postal Service 

Combination mail, a new 
service permitting a mailer to 
enclose a letter or message in¬ 
side a package or publication, 
has been made a permanent 
service of the United States 
Postal Service, Postmaster 
Charles E. Louk said today. 

Postmaster Louk said the 
new service became effective 
Nov. 28, 1955, on a 60-day trial 
basis and was officially au¬ 
thorized on a permanent basis 
effective Feb. 1, 1956. 

Combination mail enables 
the user to indicate the pres¬ 
ence of a letter or message in¬ 
side second, third or fourth 
class mail and pay the appro¬ 
priate postage for the first 
class material plus the regular 
rate for the other class. 

Third class mail (printed 
material) may also be enclosed 
in second class (newspapers, 
magazines) and fourth class 
(parcel post) by declaring it 
and paying the proper third 
class charge in addition to the 
regular charge.

—Man is just about ready to 
projectile himself into extra- 
alinosphcric geometry— 

That tricky phrase, say our far- 
ranging scientists of today, just 
about sums up what "Project Van¬ 
guard" will mean to the still em¬ 
bryonic arts and skills of space 
travel. 

"Project Vanguard" is, of course, 
the official name for the space 
satellite construction program an¬ 
nounced last summer by the White 
House. 

As the nation's approximately 
400,000 engineers prepare to ob¬ 
serve National Engineers’ Week, 
February 19-25, they are looking 
toward “Vanguard" as one of 
the most important engineering 
achievements in history. Indeed, 
an epoch-making historical event 
will be recorded on the day when 
the first successful satellite is 
rocketed up and placed in an orbit 
around the planet Earth. 

Ever since Presidential Press 
Secretary Jim Hagerty’s announce¬ 
ment of the satellite project, the 
newspapers and magazines have 
been filled with accounts of what 
the satellite will mean for scien¬ 
tists in their study of the upper 
atmosphere, and what it will mean 
for the eventual development of 
travel in outer space. 

Unique Step 

But what these newspaper and 
magazine stories have tended to 
pass over lightly is the inescapable 
fact that Project Vanguard repre¬ 
sents a truly unique step in man’s 
climb up the ladder of technological 
progress. This step could be best 
described as coordinated engineer¬ 
ing on an almost global scale. 

For years, men of vision have 
looked wistfully at the star-filled 
skies and planned and dreamed of 
the day when they could leave the 
sheltering Earth and voyage to the 
moon and the nearby planets in our 
solar system. But only in this sec¬ 
ond half of the 20th Century have 
such dreams become within the 
realm of actual accomplishment 

Only now have our metals, in¬ 
struments, and propellant fuels 
been developed to the point where 
that first halting step—a small un¬ 
married satellite—can be placed in 
an orbit around the Earth. 

Coordinated engineering -— that 
is, the “team efforts" of engineers 
working in perhaps a hundred dif¬ 
ferent fields—is the actual basis 
for all serious consideration of ad¬ 
venturing beyond the Earth's at¬ 
mosphere. 

This is true whether you consider 
space travel with present combus¬ 
tion fuels or with power systems 
based on atomic energy. 

Engineering knowledge and 
skills lie behind every responsible 
statement made by scientists as to 
the feasibility of the current satel¬ 
lite project. 

Multi-Stage Rocket 

A successful satellite will depend 
on a successful multi-stage rocket. 
The success of the rockets will in 
turn depend on their rocket en¬ 
gines. The engines are dependent 
on the quality of their fuels. And 
the success of the fuels goes right 
back to the many laboratories 
where chemical engineers must 
contrive ways of producing and 
handling these substances whose 
greatest desire seems to be to ex¬ 
plode violently at the least provo¬ 
cation. 

Take the rocket engine itself as 
another example. The engine is a 
simple thing as far as appearance 
goes. It looks somewhat like a 
bushel basket with a narrow neck 
at the open end. But actually, this 
simplicity is quite deceiving Many 
thousands of engineering man¬ 
hours must be expended on every 
rocket engine design. 

With some rocket fuels generat¬ 
ing temperatures above 5.000 de¬ 
grees Fahrenheit it can be seen 
that no little engineering effort

T 
cately shaded blossoms appear in masses along the be 
these trees, heralding spring’s arival. 

There are several flowering 
trees to pick from but undoubt¬ 
edly the most popular are the 
Cherry, Plum and Peach. 

Prunus Serrulata, as the 
flowering Cherry is known bo- 
tanically, is considered by 
many gardeners to be one of 
the most beautiful flowering 
trees. It flowers heavily, some¬ 
how managing to give an effect 
of billowy clouds. 

Among the best species for 
California gardens, says the 
California Association of Nur¬ 
serymen, are the Yoshimo 
(P. yedoensis) and its varieties, 

Daybreak and Stribling’s Pink. 

The Yoshimo grows moder¬ 
ately, eventually reaching 50 
feet. It spreads rather broadly 
and its flowers vary in colors 
from deep rose in bud, to shell 
pink in flower and finally fad¬ 
ing to white as the leaves ap¬ 
pear. Daybreak, a single pink, 
and Stribling’s Pink, a single 
apple blossom pink, resemble 
the Yoshimo except they are 
smaller trees. 

Especially recommended for 
Southern California gardens is 
the Chinese Flowering Cherry 
(P, campapulata) which also 
goes by the names of Formosa 
Cherry and Taiwan Cherry. 

This reaches 20 feet, the rose 
colored flowers appearing ear¬ 
lier than those of any other 
Cherry. 

Other Cherries recommended 
for Californians are the Mt. 

Fuji, Kwanan, and the Nadan. 

Prunus Persica, the Flower- 
Peach, does well in warm

spray just before flowering 
time. Cut back the flowering 
wood severely after blooms are 
gone. Recommended species 
are the Altair, the Two Star, 
Three Star and Four Star and 
a brand new introduction for 
1956, the Saturn. 

All of these bear delicious 
fruit in addition to displaying 
their lovely blossoms. Helen 
Borchers with its clear pink 
flowers and Peppermint Stick 
and its unusual red and white 
■striped flowers also make fine 
plantings. There are also early 
and late double reds and mid¬ 
season double white. 

For contrasting foliage color 
the Purple Leaf Plums are a 
colorful choice. Varieties in¬ 
clude Vesuvius with almost 
black foliage and Thundercloud 
with dark coppery leaves. Both 
have white flowers. 

The Blireiana and Hollywood 
also offer gardeners lovely 
bright pink flowers and purple 
foliage as well as graceful tree 
forms. 

Cultural requirements of 
these flowering trees vary. The 
Peach in addition to its neces¬ 
sary spraying and heavy prun¬ 
ing, should be planted where 
the structure of the tree is not 
important and in an area with 
win- excellent year ’round drainage.

The fire department is able 
to submit an annual report of 
low fire loss, with only 26 calls 
for the entire year. 

An estimate, which is al¬ 
lowed to be exaggerated, will 
not exceed $3,000 total loss. 
This is something to be proud 
of, both by firemen and resi¬ 
dents as well. It proves to us 
that there is a great deal of 
alertness practiced to prevent 
fire. Be it the residents or the 
firemen is of little consequence 
so long as we can retain such 
good fortune. 

As has been stated, this does 
not aid too much in keeping 
our fire insurance rate as low 
as it is. The hoard of under¬ 
writers keeps a sharp eye on 
our ability to fight fire, with 
adequate equipment and water 
supply. 

The firemen are ever con¬ 
cerned and realize the great 
possibility of major fire. We 
must be ready with proper 
equipment and the knowledge 
to use it. 

Thirty men in the local serv¬ 
ice, some of whom have been 
in the service for many years, 
are ready and able to respond 
to alarms. It cannot be expect¬ 
ed that they perform as experts 
or professionals, but if permit¬ 
ted to arrive at a fire early the 
manpower available is of much 
value and trained to fight tire. 

It is not unusual for firemen 
to get wet while at drill. Fred 
Richter met a new experience 
while performing his regular 
business. When paving a new 
street, he was surprised to see 
a stream of water coming from 
above and running onto his 
new hot pavement. 

Hurrying there to stop the 
water from ruining his "black¬ 
top,” Fred ran toward a faucet, 
only to be met by a stream of 
cold water coming from the 
end of a nozzle.
